TRADING AT CHICAGO.

Day to De Kemembered hj Many Who "Were
Victims or a Clique Deal.

CHICAGO. Jan. 23. "Is it a shake-ou- t
or a sell-out!7- 7 was tho burning question
to-da- y on the Board of Trade. The wheat
market at the start was qxcited and wild
on rumors that the big Cudahj clique was
about to dump its big holdings. This
rumor had its origm'in the story that Cud-ahy- 's

brokers bad bought from 5.000,000 to
8,000,000 puts on the curb last night, and
the conclusion was jumped at that the
clique's wheat could be for vale to-da- y, and
that the puts wero to limit the losses.
Everybody seemed to have wheat for sale
at the tap of the belt Longs made haste
to unload before tho bottom went out. and
short sellers were frantio to get out short
lines before the great break was
on. In the excitement the mar-

ket went off 2c from the close
last night when, the liquidation having
been very thorough, there was a halt, and
tho panting traders stopped , to take
breath. The sellers were congratulating
ono another on having got out of their
wheat. But their self-complacen- cy got a
sudden shock when nearly a dozen well-know- n

brokers of the clique jumped into
tho pit and began to take all tho wheat
that was ottered. Tbe revulsion in senti-
ment was instantaneous. Men looked at
each other in bewilderment ad, shouting
"Tricked again!" rushed to boy back what
they had so recklessly sold out a few min-
utes before. There was another scene of
wild confusion aud a rally of a cent
and a quarter. The tumult contin-
ued throughout the day, sentiment
liuotuating with each new minor, and
at the close the crowd was still in doubt
whether it had been the victim of a "sell-
out" or a "shake-out- " 6ome declare that
it was a scurvy trick on tho part of tbe
clique to create a panio and enable it to
buy another big lino of cheap wheat, as it
had sold out tho large part of its holdings
on yesterday's bulge. A fanciful story was
current purporting to explain the wholo
secret. Cudahy got back from Cincinnati,
yesterday, with a verv bad cold, according
to this tale. He was fearful of pneumonia,
and having a large amount of wheat he
protocteil it by puts. To-da-y he felt bet-
ter, and his bull instincts are now upper-
most. In the last hour of trading Pard-ridg- e

took tbe lead in the trading and of-
fered wheat in such enormous quantities
that the spirit of tbe crowd was again
broken. The market ruled feverish and ir-
regular toward the close, leaving oil io
from bottom, or 1340 under tho prioe it
closed at yesterday.

Corn and oats averaged strong but quiet
within a narrow range, and wound np 4o
under their respective closing values on
Friday.

Provisions, after an early decline, started
np and closed strong. May pork reaching
the sensational prioe of $20 a barrel. That
May pork would touch the record-breakin- g

$20 figure was not unexpected at the close
yesterday, but tbe general trade got thrown
off the track by an easier market this morn-
ing. Although the hogs at they ardsfell short
of 10,000 for the day, prices for some reason
were not marked np at the yards.
